French  generals  fled  into  hiding  today,  disgraced  by  the 
swift  collapse  of  their  attempt  to  seize  Algeria  and  topple 
the  French  government. 


President  Charles  De  Gaulle  moved  quickly  to  consoli- 
date the  amazing  victory  he  had  won  with  hardly  a shot 
fired. 


HE  SENT  HIS  Algerian  Affairs  Minister,  Louis  Joxe, 
and  acting  Algerian  Military  Commander,  Gen.  Jean  Olie, 
from  Paris  to  Algiers  to  take  direct  control  of  the  govern- 
ment and  military. 


Loyalist  riot  police,  platoons  of  Zouave  soldiers,  gen- 
darmes and  infantry  took  over  this  capital  just  after  mid- 
night as  the  paratroopers  and  legionnaires  who  had  support- 
ed the  four-day  insurrection  pulled  out. 

THE  PRINCIPAL  leaders  of  the  mutiny  — generals 
Maurice  Challe,  Raoul  Salan,  Edmond  Jouhaud  and  Andre-

‘Bug  White  Bvg^ . . , 

Waste  Removal  Truck 
Tours  Y Campus  Daily

“It  could  be  dubbed’  the  !big 
white  bug’  because  this  is  exactly 
what  it  looks  like,  a huge  over- 
sited  insect.” 

This  is  a students  initial  de- 
scription of  the  Brigham  Young 
'Universitie’s  waste  removal 
truck.  It  may  look  like  a bug  but 
Sts  function  is  much  more  import- 
ant. 

“IT  PEEFORM8  a big  job  and 
Isl  important.  If  people  don’t  think 
it  is  important,  just  stop  the 
truck  for  one  day  and  see  what 
would  happe.n.”  These  are  the 
words  of  Carlos  J.  Stolworthy, 
driver  of  the  ‘big  bug’  and  super- 
visor of  the  pickup  toute. 

Mr.  Stolworthy  has  been  with 
the  waste-removal  department 
for  over  six  years,  and  he  under- 
stands well  the  importance  of  the 
work  and  some  of  the  problems 
connected  with  it. 

HE  SAYvS,  “the  purpose  of  this 
work  is  naturally  to  make  the 
oampus  look  better,  and  if  every- 
one would  cooperate  the  task 
would  be  easier.” 

“The  students  can  help  by  put- 
ting the  paper  in  the  nearly  100 
cans  distributed  around  the  cam- 
pus.” He  mentioned  that  stu- 
dents .and  faculty  alike  can  help 
by  ceasing  to  park  in  the  restrict- 
ed areas  marked  LOADING 
ZONE  and  NO  PARKING.  The 
custodians  can  also  assist  by  put- 
ting the  paper  in  the  containers. 

SIX  DAYS  a week  the  big  bug 
white  truck  can  be  seen  consist- 
antly  making  its  rounds  with  Mr. 
Stolworthy  behind  the  wheel.  It 
has  a fantastic  65-70  pickups  a 
week.  Most  of  these  points  are 
visited  every  day. 

One  of  the  foreman  has  re- 
marked, “it  is  the  only  job  on 
the  hill  that  would  disrupt  the 
university  if  it  were  to  stop  one 
day.” 

Mr.  Stolworthy  recalls,  “five  or 
six  years  ago  we  used  a flatbed 
truck  to  haul  the  paper  and  then 
yburned  it  in  an  incenerator  on 
campus.  The  whole  job  took  only 
one  or  two  hours.  Now  the  way 
tlie  campus  haff  expanded  it  is 
a full-time  job  for  two  men.”

THE  17  cubic  yard  bed  re- 
moves two  jam-packed  loads 
from  the  campus  everj'  day.  This 
doesn’t  include  the  wet  garbage 
that  is  hauled  away  by  Provo 
City.  It  does  however,  pick  up 
“a  lot  of  mistakes”  as  driver 
Stolworthy  humorously  puts  it. 

Work  on  the  paper  truck'  is  a 
very  interesting  job  according  to 
Mr.  Stolworthy  because,,  “you  get 
a look  at  the  whole  campus  evey 
day.” 

HE  REPORTS  many  amusing 
things  as  well.  One  day  the  paper 
in  the  truck  caught  fire  from  hot 
ashes  and  the  truck  was  rushed 
to  the  fire  department  where  the 
blaze  was  extinguished. 

The  paper  waste  is  dumped  in 
the  hugh  cylinder  bed  and  is 
squashed  to  the  back  by  a large 
plunger.  Mr.  Stolworthy  recalls 
some  of  his  first  experiences  with 
the  truck  when  he  “dumped  the 
paper  behind  the  extended  plung- 
er” and  then  had  to  dig  it  out 
again  and  put  it  in  properly. 

JUST  RECENTLY  a whirlwind 
found  its  way  inside  the  load  and 
wrecked  havoc  in  short  order.  The 
driver  saW,  “we  were  gathering 
paper  up  for  ten  minutes  after  it 
hit.” 

Mr.  Stolworthy,  twice  a former 
Bishop  came  to  BYU  in  1945.  He 
gave  up  two  prosperous  trading 
posts  in  New  Mexico  to  come  to 
Utah  to  be  closer  to  the  church. 
He  says,  “the  reason  I left  there 
was  because  I figured  my  real 
investment  was  my  family.”  He 
is  the  father  of  nine  children. 

DURING  HIS  thirteen  years 
with  the  university  he  has  been 
able  to  observe  closely  Its  pro- 
gress. “Expansion  of  the  univer- 
hity  means  more  work,”  conclud- 
ed Mr.  Stolworthy,  and  then  add- 
ed “we  can  always  say  that  busi- 
ness is  good.” 

SO  FOR  many  days  hence  the 
‘big  whjte  bug’  will  be  making 
its  way  from  place  to  place  con- 
suming the  mistakes  of  others 
along  with  sundry  waste  and 
various  other  items.

IT  WILL  BE  a full  two-year 
course  for  all  students  regard- 
less of  their  undergraduate 
training.  This  is  in  contrast  with 
the  usual  one-year  program  be- 


yond the  bachelor’s  degree  at 
most  other  institutions  for  bus- 
iness majors  and  for  the  usual 
master’s  degree  in  a limited  sub- 
ject. 

‘‘You  don’t  have  to  be  a bus- 
iness major  to  enter  the  prog- 
ram,” Dr.  McKay  said.  “In  fact, 
we  welcome  students  from  other 
areas  of  study,  as  long  as  they 
are  academically  qualified  and 
have  completed  the  bachelor’s 
degree  in  any  area  of  a univer- 
sity.” 

HE  EXPLAINED  that  techni- 
cal business  training  is  not  nec- 
essary because  this  is  an  educa- 
tional unit  in  itself.  The  partiti- 
pants  will  receive  the  business 
concepts  they  need  but  these 
will  all  be  oriented  toward  the 
role  of  management. 

Dr.  McKay,  an  associate  pro- 
fessor of  business  management.
